Mercury Closes Cardozo Again 


WASHINGTON! More mercury was discovered 
at Cardozo High School on Sunday, the third 
time in the past 11 days that the hazardous 
chemical was discovered at the Northwest 
Washington school. 

The find confounded school officials, who 
had announced just a day earlier that the 
building was safe for students following the 
cleanup of mercury found on a March 2. 

The building would be closed again Monday, 
said school officials, who are searching for an 
alternate location to hold classes. 

The latest discovery of 12 to 15 droplets in 


the school’s basement was first made by a D.C. 
Public Schools cleanup crew that was making 
final preparations for the school to reopen, 
said Alan Etter, a D.C. Fire and Emergency 
Medical Services spokesman. 

Mercury was first found on the first floor 
and in a stairwell of the school on Feb. 23. 
Federal Environmental Protection Agency 
and city health officials declared it safe on 
Feb. 27 and it reopened on March 1. The 
next day, mercury was discovered on the 
third floor of the building, and the school 
has been closed since, marty niland (ap)

Freed journalist claims U.S. 
troops may have targeted her 

ROME I Left-wing journalist Giuliana Sgrena 
claimed American soldiers gave no warning 
before they opened fire and said Sunday she 
could not rule out that U.S. forces intentional- 
ly shot at the car carrying her to the Baghdad 
airport on Friday, wounding her and killing 
the Italian agent who had just won her free- 
dom after a month in captivity. 

An Italian Cabinet member urged 
Sgrena, who writes for the communist daily 
II Manifesto, which routinely opposes U.S. pol- 
icy in Iraq, to be cautious in her accounts and 
said the shooting would not 
affect Italy’s support for the 
Bush administration. 

The White House called 
the shooting a “horrific 
accident” and restated its 
promise to investigate fully. 

Without backing up the 
claim, the 56-year-oldjour- 
nalist said she believed she may have been tar- 
geted because the United States objected to 
methods used to secure her release. Sgrena 
said she knew nothing about a ransom pay- 
ment, and no details have emerged about how 
authorities won her release. An Italian Cabinet 
minister said money likely changed hands. 

U.S. officials object to ransom payments 
or negotiation with kidnappers, claiming that 
only encourages further hostage -taking. 

The U.S. military has said the car Sgrena 
was riding in was speeding and Americans 
used hand signals, lights and warning shots to 
get it to stop at the roadblock, angeladoland(ap)

Lawmakers Spar on Retirement Age 


GOP senator pitches 
benefits change as part 
of Social Security plan 

WASHINGTON I A leading Republican 
senator is proposing to raise the 
Social Security retirement age from 
67 to 68, while Democrats maintain 
their opposition to the president’s 
plan to overhaul the program with 
private investment accounts. 


Nebraska Sen. Chuck Hagel’s 
plan would raise the age that 
retirees could receive full bene- 
fits, beginning in 2023. “We are 
living longer,” Hagel said Sunday 
on CBS’ “Face the Nation.” “So when 
you look at the total universe of this, 
I think that makes some sense to 
extend the age.” 

But some leading Democrats said 
they could not support Hagel’s plan 
because he would pay for private 


accounts by borrowing and increas- 
ing the nation’s deficit. Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., told ABC’s 
“This Week” that would be “a great 
threat to seniors” because it would 
raise interest rates. 

President Bush plans to travel 
across the country this week as part 
of his 60 -day push to sell the pub- 
lic on the reform. The president’s 
plan would allow workers under 
age 55 to divert up to 4 percentage 


points of their Social Security taxes 
into private stock and bond invest- 
ment accounts in exchange for lower 
guaranteed future benefits. 

White House counselor Dan 
Bartlett said that while polls show 
many don’t like the idea, most of the 
opposition is coming from people over 
55 who won’t be affected by it. He said 
on “Fox News Sunday” that Bush will 
try to reassure older Americans that 
their benefits won’t change, (ap)

When Blogging Goes Bad 



Workers fired for cyber 
journals find out that 
work, Web don’t mix 

NEW YORK I Flight attendant Ellen 
Simonetti and former Google 
employee Mark Jen have more in 
common than their love of blogging: 
They both got fired over it. 

Simonetti had posted suggestive 
photographs of herself in uniform, 
while Jen speculated online about 
his employer’s finances. In neither 
case were their bosses happy when 
they found out. 

Though many companies have 
Internet guidelines that prohibit 
visiting porn sites, few of the poli- 
cies directly cover Web journals, 
particularly those written outside 
of work hours. 

Currently, some 27 percent 
of online U.S. adults read blogs, 
according to The Pew Internet 
and American Life Project. 

With search engines making 
it easy to find virtually anything 
anyone says in a blog these days, 


companies are taking notice — and 
taking action. 

Last fall, Simonetti posted pho- 
tographs of herself posing in a Delta 
Air Lines uniform inside a company 
airplane, her bra partly revealed in 
one. She was fired weeks later. 

And in January, Jen was fired by 
Google over a blog that discussed 


life at the company, even though he 
said “it’s all publicly available infor- 
mation and my personal thoughts 
and experiences.” 

Jen said he hoped his case 
would prompt workers to “talk 
to their managers at length about 
blogging before they begin.”

Rather Takes Hits as He 
Bids Anchor Chair Adieu 


NEW YORK I As his final evening 
newscast approaches on Wednesday, 
Dan Rather is seeing the indigni- 
ties pile up as quickly as the roses 
that were tossed in the path of Tom 
Brokaw when the NBC anchorman 
stepped down late last year. 

The latest came in a New Yorker 
magazine article, where fellow CBS 
News legends Walter Cronkite and 
Mike Wallace talked about how dif- 
ficult it was to watch Rather as an 
anchor. 

The embattled Rather is left 
fighting for something largely 
beyond his control — his reputation.

Mainland considers 
joint stance on Taiwan 
an encroachment 

BEIJING I Chinese Foreign Minister 
Li Zhaoxing on Sunday adopted a 
hard line toward Taiwan in advance 
of the expected passage of a contro- 
versial law aimed at legally binding 
the island to the mainland. 

A few hundred miles across the 
Taiwan Strait, thousands of dem- 
onstrators denounced the proposed 
law, burning Chinese flags. 

In a news conference during the 
National People’s Congress, Li said 
China’s differences with the United 
States and Japan should be resolved 
through dialogue. But Beijing would 
not tolerate interference in its bid to 
reunite with Taiwan, he said. Last 
month, Japan joined the United 
States in listing security in the 
Taiwan Strait as a concern. 

“Any practice of putting Taiwan 
directly or indirectly into the scope 
of Japan-U.S. security cooperation 
constitutes an encroachment on 
China’s sovereignty and interfer- 
ence in internal affairs,” Li said. 

Taiwan fears the anti- secession 
law could be used as a legal pretext 
to attack the island. Taiwan split 
with the mainland in 1949 after 
a protracted civil war, but Beijing 
claims it is part of its territory and 
has vowed to use force if it formally 
declares independence, (l.a. times) 


BEIRUT, LEBANON I The militant 
group Hezbollah, largely on the fence 
since anti- Syrian protests erupted 
in Lebanon last month, switched 
gears Sunday and threw its weight 
behind Syria and its allies — calling 
for massive rallies in Beirut to show 
loyalty to Damascus. 

The move by Hezbollah’s power- 
ful leader, Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, 
could prove crucial: The Iranian- 
founded, anti-Israeli Shiite Muslim 
group, which the United States calls 
a terrorist organization, has emerged 
as a key player during Lebanon’s lat- 
est slide into political instability — 
capable of tilting the balance either in 


CHISINAU, MOLDOVA I An exit poll 
showed the ruling Communist 
Party in the former Soviet repub- 
lic of Moldova held an 11-point lead 
in parliamentary elections Sunday 
in a vote shaping up to be another 
blow to Russia’s waning influence 
in its former empire. 

The Communists, once allied 
with Russia, have switched loyalties 
in recent years and now favor closer 
ties to the European Union. 


favor of the pro -Syrian government 
or the anti- Syrian opposition.

Assembly in 
Iraq to Open 
On March 16 

BAGHDAD I Iraqi politicians set March 
16 for the opening of the country’s 
first democratically elected parlia- 
ment in modern history as a deal 
hardened Sunday to name Jalal 
Talabani, a leader of the minority 
Kurds, to the presidency. 

The more powerful prime minis- 
ter’s job will go to Ibrahim al-Jaafari, 
a conservative Shiite who leads the 
Islamic Dawa party. His nomina- 
tion, which the Kurds have agreed to, 
has been endorsed by the most pow- 
erful Shiite cleric in Iraq — Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani. 

“This was one of our firm 
demands and we agreed on it pre- 
viously. The agreement states that 
Jalal Talabani takes the presiden- 
tial post and one of the United 
Iraqi Alliance members takes the 
prime minister’s post,” Talabani 
spokesman Azad Jundiyan told 
The Associated Press. 

Jundiyan said they wanted the 
deal on paper before going though 
with it, while alliance officials, 
including Ahmad Chalabi, said 
those negotiations were not over 
— especially concerning the Kurds’ 
demand to extend their territories 
to include Kirkuk, (ap) 


NICARAGUA 

Sandinistas Tap Ortega to 
Again Run for Presidency 

Daniel Ortega, the Sandinista Front 
chief who was president during the 
1980s but has lost three straight 
presidential elections, was chosen 
by party militants late Saturday 
to again be his party’s candidate 
in 2006. The Sandinistas toppled 
dictator Anastasio Somoza in 1979 
and installed Ortega as president. 
They later battled U.S. -backed 
Contra rebels until Ortega lost the 
presidency in 1990. (ap)

Confidence-Building Moves 
Revived After Tel Aviv Bomb 

Israel intends to hand over the 
West Bank town of Tulkarem to 
Palestinian control this week, offi- 
cials on both sides said, marking the 
resumption of confidence -build- 
ing measures halted after a suicide 
bombing killed five Israelis in Tel 
Aviv. Israeli and Palestinian com- 
manders met Sunday to discuss the 
transfer for the first time since the 
Feb. 25 bombing. Tulkarem is next to 
the northern part of the line between 
Israel and the West Bank, (ap)

Sight of Pope Cheers 
Throngs of Supporters 

Pope John Paul II looked frail but 
alert as he silently waved from his 
hospital window and made the 
sign of the cross to a cheering and 
weeping throng, marking his sec- 
ond such Sunday appearance since 
being rushed back to the clinic for 
throat surgery to ease a breathing 
problem. The faithful who gathered 
beneath the pope’s window shouted 
his name, and those watching on a 
giant screen at St. Peter’s Square 
started dancing at the sight of the 
ailing pontiff, (ap)

Sinn Fein 
Turns Up 
Heat on IRA 

DUBLIN, IRELAND I Sinn Fein lead- 
er Gerry Adams said Sunday that 
the killers of a Belfast man have 
dragged his party and the outlawed 
IRA “into the dirt” and demanded 
they admit their crime. 

Sinn Fein’s annual conference, 
which ended Sunday, was overshad- 
owed by the Jan. 30 slaying of Robert 
McCartney, who was 
fatally beaten by IRA 
members outside a 
crowded pub. 

McCartney’s sis- 
ters, who live in a 
hard-line Catholic 
part of Belfast that 
is a power base of the IRA, have 
waged an exceptional public cam- 
paign highlighting the intimidation 
of witnesses. Detectives say not a 
single witness has provided a state- 
ment identifying the attackers. 

“The people who did the killing 
should be man enough to come for- 
ward,” Adams said, (ap)

Iran’s Explanation 
For Nuke Coverup 


Rafsanjani says U.S. 
sanctions to blame for 
black-market activities 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran on Sunday 
blamed American sanctions and 
European restrictions for denying 
Tehran access to advanced civilian 
nuclear technology, forcing it to keep 
the program secret in its early days 
and driving the country to the black 
market for needed materials. 

Iran now openly admits that it 
has already achieved proficiency in 
the full range of activities involved in 
enriching uranium — a technology 
that can be used to produce fuel for 
nuclear reactors or atomic bombs. 

Washington has accused Tehran 
of using its civilian nuclear program 
as a cover to build a nuclear bomb. 
Iran denies the charge, saying it is 
designed to generate electricity. 

“True, there was secrecy,” said 
former president Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani. “But secrecy was necessary to 


buy equipment for a peaceful nucle- 
ar program.” 

Rafsanjani was speaking at the 
closing session of a two -day global 
conference on nuclear technology. 

Iran publicly acknowledged last 
year that it once bought nuclear 
equipment from middlemen in 
south Asia. Rafsanjani said Iran 
resorted to the black 
market because of 
political “injustice.” 

He said the Euro- 
peans and Wash- 
ington had approved 
the building of 20 
nuclear power plants 
in Iran and to provide nuclear tech- 
nology when Tehran was under the 
pro-Western shah. But they reversed 
course after the 1979 Islamic rev- 
olution which brought Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini to power. 

“The history of nuclear energy 
in Iran is a lesson in contradictions 
in Western policy toward Iran,” he

Purple Line Backers Feeling Blue 


As support grows for ICC, Metro line loses out 


ROCKVILLE, MD. I In the ongo- 
ing debate over whether high- 
ways or railways will best solve 
Washington’s crushing traffic prob- 
lems, the Purple Line once seemed 
like the clear winner. 

Boasting support from then- 
Gov. Parris Glendening and other 
local officials, the proposed 14 -mile 


Metro line linking Montgomery and 
Prince George’s counties appeared 
to have momentum behind it. 

But three years later, with a new 
governor in office, the proposal lan- 
guishes in the planning stages. State 
officials are studying whether it 
could instead be a bus line. And the 
Intercounty Connector, a $2.4 mil- 


lion road project once left for dead, 
has strong support in Annapolis 
and from local leaders. An exten- 
sive study has just been completed, 
and work could begin in fall 2006. 

Purple Line supporters say the 
revival of the Intercounty Connector, 
or ICC, could hamper the future of 
the transit proposal. 

“I think it is another nail in 
the coffin of the Purple Line,” 


said Montgomery County Council 
President Tom Perez after the council, 
which once opposed the ICC, voted 
last week to back the highway. 

Maryland Transportation 
Secretary Robert Flanagan said 
the state remains committed to 
the Purple Line project despite 
recent talk about the ICC. “The 
bottom line is we need both,” he

Q What is the foul smell that 
often permeates the Green 
Line level at L’Enfant Plaza? 

A That would be sewage. Few 
details were available as of 
Friday, but there had been “some 
sort of a clog inside a sewer line” 
beneath the outbound tracks, 
under the concrete, at L’Enfant 
Plaza’s Green and Yellow line 
platform, said Metro spokesman 
Steven Taubenkibel. Repairs were 
made overnight Wednesday and 
“hopefully nothing else should be 
smelling in the future,” he said. 

The track bed was also sanitized 
after the repairs, he said. 

The details of what went 
wrong, how it was fixed and when 
Metro learned of the problem 
were not immediately available. 

According to some riders the 
smell had been around, off-and- 
on, for more than a month. One 
rider told Express via e-mail Feb. 

7 that the station had “reeked 
of urine” for a couple weeks and 
the smell was “often overbear- 
ing.” Two others wrote that the 
smell, which both described as 
“raw sewage,” had people inside 
the station covering their noses, 
and was accompanied by liquid or 
dirty water between the tracks. 

If the smell continues, Tauben- 
kibel said riders should call 
Metro’s complaint line, at 202-

New Sex-Ed Curriculum 


ROCKVILLE, MD. I A new sex educa- 
tion program will make its debut at 
six local schools in late May. 

Montgomery County Schools 
Spokesman Brian Edwards says 
students must have parental per- 
mission to take the classes. The les- 
sons will be geared toward 8th- and 
lOth-grade students, and be part of 
health education classes. 

The pilot schools are Spring- 
brook, Seneca Valley and Bethesda- 
Chevy Chase high schools and 


Martin Luther King, Tilden and 
White Oak middle schools. 

Hundreds of people weighed 
in on the classes last year when 
the board decided that the cur- 
riculum would provide informa- 
tion on sexual identity, including 
homosexuality. 

Parents will be able to review the 
curriculum at their local schools or 
on the district’s Web site. They also 
can decide to have their child opt 
out of the instruction, (ap) 
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The percentage of Virginia’s tax returns that have been filed online, of the 
1.2 million returnsfiled through Feb. 25.

Legislators Try to Curb 
Pr. George’s Car Thefts 


upper MARLBORO, MD. I Prince 
George’s County, which has about 
15 percent of Maryland’s popula- 
tion, now accounts for nearly half 
the state’s auto thefts. 

Since 1999, the number of vehi- 
cles stolen in Prince George’s has 
more than doubled, even as vehicle 
theft declined or leveled off in every 
other major Maryland jurisdiction 
during the same period. 

Fifty cars are stolen every day in 
the county, and with nearly 18,000 
car thefts reported in 2003 — the 
most recent year for which figures 


are available — each household in 
the county stands a one in 17 chance 
of being a victim. 

“We seem to be attracting all of 
the car thefts from this part of the 
world,” County Delegate Pauline 
Menes told The Washington Post. 

Menes and others are pushing a 
legislative package this year aimed 
at curbing the problem. 

One bill would permit car-theft 
victims to submit written testimony 
instead of appearing in court. The 
bill has a hearing Tuesday in the 
House Judiciary Committee, (ap)

Bad Will Hunting 


States crack down 
on gadgets that make 
it easier to bag game 

REGULATION! Ever since man used 
a rock to kill dinner, hunters have 
been technology pioneers. These 
days, they’ve got more gadgets 
than ever to choose from. 

Heat sensors will spot wounded 
game in dense brush, remote-con- 
trolled cameras can scout game 
trails. There are motorized decoys, 
electronic calls and even holographic 
archery sights. But now some states 
are outlawing new high-tech innova- 
tions that game managers feel give 
hunters an undue advantage. 

For example, some Texas law- 
makers are moving to ban remote-

control hunting, as www.live- 
shot.com aims to allow hunters 
worldwide to hunt exotic game 


animals at a private San Antonio 
ranch with the click of a mouse. 

Some states have banned types of 
mechanical decoys, such as a duck 
with spinning wings, or limited them 
to only part of hunting season. 

Oregon outlaws archers’ use of 
mechanical broadheads, which have 
blades that expand on impact, allow- 
ing the arrows to fly more accurately 
with less wind resistance. The state 
also requires that ignition systems 
in muzzleloader rifles are exposed 
to the wind and rain. 

As more reliable ways to take 
game are developed, more ethi- 
cal questions are sure to arise.

Local Schools Living On the Bubble 



Recent struggles have 
G.W., Georgetown and 
UMd. on NCAA edge 

COLLEGE HOOPS I Three area schools 
that appeared shoo-ins for NCAA 
bids at various times this season 
now find their postseason plans 
very much unresolved. 

The regular season ended 
with mixed results Saturday for 
Maryland, Georgetown and George 
Washington, leaving players and 
coaches pleading cases based on 
merit — and on mercy. 

Of the three schools, Maryland 
sits in the best position for an at- 
large NCAA berth. The Terrapins 
(16-11) finished 7-9 in the tough 
ACC, and their RPI — the ranking 
used by the NCAA selection com- 
mittee — was a top -of-the -bubble 
46 after Saturday’s games. 

Maryland coach Gary Williams 
knows that the ACC tournament, 
being played at the MCI Center start- 
ing Thursday, will probably sort the 
ins from the outs.

There is now pressure to excel in 
the A-10 tournament, which starts 
Wednesday, even though coach Karl 
Hobbs already has proclaimed the 
season a success. “Nineteen-and- 
seven, that’s a great record,” Hobbs 
said. “That’s a lot to be proud of.”

Icon of Baltimore 
sports broadcasting 
dies of stroke at 83 

OBITUARY I Hall of Fame broad- 
caster Chuck Thompson, whose 
deep voice and enthusiasm for the 
job entertained Baltimore sports 
fans for more than 50 years, died 
Sunday. He was 83. 

Thompson died at the Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center in 
Towson, hospital spokesman Michael 
Schwartzberg said. Thompson’s fam- 


ily said the broadcaster had a mas- 
sive stroke on Saturday. 

Thompson called Baltimore 
Orioles games for close to five 
decades and served 30 years as 
the play-by-play announcer of the 
Baltimore Colts. 

When the Orioles got a clutch 
home run or the Colts scored a piv- 
otal touchdown, Thompson would 
often exclaim on the air, “Ain’t the 
beer cold!”

PHASE TWO I Hard rock supergroup 
Velvet Revolver will graduate to 
arena-level shows on its spring 
tour, which begins March 19 and 
will run through late May. (The 
band will be at the Merriweather 
Post Pavilion on May 21.) During a 
short break in mid-April, the quin- 
tet will begin preproduction work 


on its second RCA album. 

“The crowd is becoming more 
aware of the material as time goes 
by,” guitarist Slash said of how 
Velvet Revolver’s live shows have 
evolved over its first year of exis- 
tence. “The energy has become a 
little more up close and personal.” 

The tour comes in support of 


Velvet Revolver’s debut album, 
“Contraband.” The group — made 
up of several former members of 
Guns N’ Roses, ex- Stone Temple 
Pilots vocalist Scott Weiland and 
guitarist Dave Kushner — has lately 
begun rotating several additional

A 
handful of tracks from the GNR

The group has been working up 
bits of new songs in sound checks 
and is hopeful of hitting the studio 
in late summer. But Slash said he’s 
hesitant to play any of the new mate- 
rial live for fear bootlegs will appear 
on the Internet within hours. 

“There are songs we haven’t 
even written, apparently, that are 
out there,” he said. “I don’t have any 
clue what they are.” 

To tide fans over before a new 
studio release, Velvet Revolver is 
planning on unveiling alive album 
and DVD at some point. “We record 
everything,” Slash said. “We’ve done 
a bunch of shows where we’ve full- 
on multi-tracked and we’re actually 
mixing the stuff. As to when we’ll 
do it, I’m not really sure.” 

Slash admitted the wild excess 
and flameout of GNR allows him to 
appreciate Velvet Revolver’s out-of- 
the-box success even more.

The “E10+” category should help 
fill a gap between games rated “E” 
for everyone and “T” for teen, which 
are too violent or mature for some 
parents’ tastes. 

Ratings, which range from 


“EC” for early childhood to “AO” 
for adults only, are meant to be a 
guide and certainly are not always 
in line with parents’ views. 

But the Entertainment Software 
Rating Board, a self-regulatory 
body set up by the gaming indus- 
try, believes the new “E10+” label

A Life Full Speed Ahead 


Hunter S. Thompson 
is remembered in 
an A&E ‘Biography’ 

LOOKING BACK I When Hunter S. 
Thompson’s body was found in a 
chair in front of his typewriter, the 
word “counselor” was found typed 
in the center of the page. Coming 
from this legendary “gonzo” jour- 
nalist, the dispatch was unusually 
concise. But its presentation was 
typically flamboyant. 

Thompson, who committed sui- 


cide two weeks ago at 67 , is now the 
subject of an A&E portrait. Airing at 
9 p.m. tonight, “Biography: Hunter

He also trains volunteers 
heading to his countries. Despitethe 
job title, desk assistants aren’t desk- 
bound — Richard spends one week in 
each of his countries every year. 
WOULD YOU WANT HIS JOB? “We 
basically sleep by the phone,” should 
political upheaval or natural disaster 
require evacuating or moving volun- 
teers. Richard worked tense 12-hour 


shifts in a State Department “situa- 
tion room” during an evacuation of 
Ivory Coast aboutthree years ago. 
Also potentially tense: Taking calls 
from the worried parents of the more 
than 300 volunteers in his countries. 
Sometimes they want “information 
that’s impossibleto know,” he said, 
“like ‘Will the country be fine?”’ Also, 
there’s built-in job insecurity: The 
governmentforbids anyonefrom 
working atthe Peace Corps for more 
than five years at a time. They can 
reapply after five more years. 

HOW YOU CAN GET HIS JOB: While 
Peace Corps experience isn’t re- 
quired, itdoes help. For onething, you 
learn to empathize with “someone 
who’s giving uptwo years oftheir life 
hereto spend it in a little village in Af- 
rica,” said Richard, who volunteered 
in Mauritania. Prior work ata volun- 
teer organizing or in crisis manage- 
ment is good, too. The five-year rule 
makes for continuous job turnover; 
jobs are posted at peacecorps.gov.

Car-tax scoff laws 
beware — BootFinder 
knows who you are 

Sam Byers heard a commotion out- 
side his house, but by the time he got 
to the window, his Ford Explorer was 
gone. City marshals, using a new tool 
that photographs auto license plates 
and instantly matches them against 
a tax scofflaw database, had towed 
the car right out of his driveway. 

“That’s like kidnapping your car,” 
Byers, a 5 8 -year- old truck driver, 
said. Byers was in a long line of peo- 
ple outside the New Haven, Conn., 
tax collector’s office waiting to make 
delinquent payments so they could 
get their vehicles back. 

New Haven is a pioneer in 
using the so-called BootFinder 
system. The objective: snare peo- 
ple who haven’t paid car taxes. (In 
Connecticut, local governments levy 
annual fees based on the value of 
residents’ automobiles.) The system 
uses an infrared camera to rapidly

To them, BootFinder, first developed 
to help police find stolen cars, rep- 
resents an ominous step in govern- 
ment surveillance of citizens. 

The BootFinder system was 
originally introduced for catching 


tax laggards by Arlington, 

Va. So far, New Haven is the 
only other municipality using it, 
though others are considering 
adopting it. 

The car tax collection rate, at 
80 percent before BootFinder, has 
now risen to 95 percent, said C. J. 
Cuticello, New Haven’s tax col- 
lector. “We’re going to continue it 
until we exhaust every vehicle in 
New Haven,” he said. 

Although Arlington doesn’t 


tow delinquents’ cars, it has 
still reaped about $100,000 in 
unpaid car taxes and parking tick- 
ets since employing BootFinder. 
Treasurer Frank O’Leary says the 
county is expanding the program 
this month to go after delinquent 
business and meals taxes owed by 
restaurant delivery companies. 

That alarms privacy advo- 
cates such as Cedric Laurant of 
the D.C. -based Electronic Privacy 
Information Center. “It’s a very slip- 


pery slope into which the authorities 
maybe tempted to go,” Laurant said. 
“You could use that technology to 
enforce any type of law that requires 
people to file their taxes.” 

The BootFinder is still a work 
in progress, O’Leary said. But he 
predicts big things for it. 

“I compare it to buying a plane 
from the Wright brothers 100 years 
ago,” he said. “It’s a very clever 
device. This thing will fly. Give it a
